PANAMA—Hostilities have be- 


gun between Panama and Costa Ric- 
an forces in the vicinity of Goto on 
the Pacific end of the frontier be- 
tween the two countries, unofficial 
advices say. Official confirmation is 
larking. Formal declaration of war 
hail not been made up until last 
night. 
More than 2,000 men en- 


rolled for military service here yes- 
terday and reports from other sec- 
tions told of citizens volunteer:ng. ' 


It is believed the Panama forces 


near Coto or enroute there number 
about 500. 


The Panama canal zone adminis- 


tration and the United States lega- 
tion here had not received instruc- 
tions from Wasnir.gton last night. 
While the president has been pro- 
ceeding under 
his 
constitutional 


powers in mobilizing the 
Panama 


forces, the authority to declare war 
rests with the national assembly. A 
ircncral exodus of Costa Ricans from 
Panama is taking place while many 
P:inamans who are in Costa Rica 
are trying to reach Panama.

DECATUR, III—-William Dalton, 


17 years old, who robbed a Chicago 
bank of $772,000 in liberty bonds 
Thursday, was captured 
at Hey- 


worth, 28 miles north of here, ac- 
cording to Jack Draper, constable. 
He had all but ?500 worth of the 
bonds in a grip. 


According to the city 
marshal, 


who talked to the Decatur Review 
over the long distance telephone, 
Dalton came to Heyworth in an au- 
tomobile from Bloomington with an- 
other man. 


Dalton is now being held at the 


Draper home, awaiting word from 
Chicago as to his disposal. He was 
arrested in a pool hall by Draper 
.who recognized him from 
photo- 


graphs in- Chicago, .papers.----,,-..

"I was getting only $65 a month," 


Dalton said. 
"I had a chance to 


grab these bonds and get away, so I 
did it. I had asked the bank for a 
raise and they wouldn't give it to 
me,"

It was wrong and 
I see my mistake now."

It is this amendment which is caus- 
ing so much dissatisfaction in the 
legislature. Tha bill as now drawn 
gives tht» prohibition commissioner, 
or district attorney or any deputy 
of the prchibition department pow- 
er to ask any persons questions re- 
garding rio-ations of the dry law 
and to punish a person for failure '/ 
answer sach questions. It has been 
contended by many that this provis- 
ion is too drastic and should 
be 


eliminated. It is declared that the 
dry leaders may consent to an elimi- 
nation of this provision but prefer 
that it will be eliminated in the sen- 
ate rather than in the assembly so 
as to obviste the possibility of fur- 
there amendments.

States Steel Corporation has earn<xl 
in two years more than a billion 
dollars of profits, "tbe exaction of 
which has had a most 
disturbing 


and injurious effect on our country 
and our allies," according to a state-

Williams, 


Comptroller of the Currency, yes- 
terday. 


This "swollen and unconscionable 


profit," Me. Williams charges, was 
made by selling steel at prices aver- 
aging- $30 a ton in excess of the 
sorwunt necessary to pay dividends 
on steel stocks." He also charges 
that by manipulation of its accounts 
the corporation defrauded the gov- 
ernment out of large sums in in- 
come and excess profits taxes. 


Letter to Judge Gary 


The statement by- Mr. Williams 


follows a letter sent to Elbert H 
Gary, president of the corporation, 
on Feb. 15 and heretofore unpublish- 
ed, in which Mr. Williams said:

total of $452,663,524 on pay rolls. 
We find that they received an aver- 
age of $87,70 per ton for every ton 
of the 14,124,985 tons of rolled steel 
and other products shipped to do- 
mestic and foreign trade."

The ancient Eritians, the Anglo- 


Saxons, and Danes had always worn 
rrousers, on: something they deenuod

At all times some form of trous- 


ers had been known and worn by 
English workmen. Laborers in the 
fields, and workers on plantations 
in America wore what were known 
,n colonial days as skilts and tongs. 
The boys wore dressed in these 
tongs, a name for pantaloons 
or 


overalls that had come into use. 
It is plain that these skills or 


tongs were tine universal wear of 
formers 
in hot weather. Tigiht 


breeches were ill adapted for farm 
work. John Adams, writing in 1774, 
in depression of spirits ever the lin- 
gering war, says, "A frock 
and 


trousers, spade and hoe, will do for 
my remaining days. I am mclan 
cnoly and anxious," 
From 1802 through 1809 troasers 


were loose and wide and abort, 
reaching scarcely to tiw ankle. This 
mode was broken in the year 1810 
by a garment like a oonrtjouation of 
hose and garter -wtich was buttoned 
on the outside of the leg from tie 
waist to the ankle. 


In 1807 breeches of nankeen (pon- 


gee or rajah siik) with silk knee 
strings 
wme the only evening 


breecheSL However, only three years 
later., pantaloons and gaiters were 
made all in one, and were permitted, 
but not generally used for full dress 
wear. In fell dress affairs and in 
polite society, knee breeches were 
worn for some years after trousers 
were everywhere seen on the streets,

BY FEDERATED PRES? 


NEW YORK—The department of 


abor has cancelled its order of ar- 
est and deportation against Lud- 
ig Martens, former trade repre- 
entative of Russia in the United 
tates, it was announced by his at- 
rney, Charles Hecht, today. 
This action removes automatic- 
ly all charges lodged against Mar. 
sns and leaves him free to ree'nter 
le country at any time. 
The order has been communicated 


to Martens, who is now in Moscow. 


Following is the text of the mes- 


sage sent Recht by the department 
of labor: "Ludwig C. A. K. Martens 
and Gregory Wemstein, having de- 
parted from the United States and 
arrived in Russia, the warrants of 
arrest 
and 
deportation 
issued 


against them are cancelled."

ast week, from 15 to 25 cents— 
nywhere between these points. The

Tew York leaf market does not hold 


_-ut any hope for any such activity 
or southern Wisconsin as is now 
progressing 
in Pennsylvania 
and 


Ohio where the filler markets have 
taken such an active upturn for the 
better. 
Of the co-operative hand- 


linsr of 1920 tobacco in Wisconsin 
not much can be said, except that 
'he Rock county growers have defi- 


nitely arranged their pool and ex- 
pect to pack a very large amount of 
leaf, store and sell it co-operatively. 
Voices have been raised during the 
time that this pool was in the mak- 
ing, 
of. patting forth an effort 
to 


unite all tobacco growers, at least 
in the southern part of the =tate, 
into one co-operative 
concern, and 


to adopt as a permanent policy co- 
operative handling, storing and di- 
rect selling. The growers, however, 
are not so much concerned with 
next year's and following crops 
which may prove to contain a much 
higher percentage 
of good 
binder 


leaf than the 1920 crop does; but 
they are concerned about their 1920 
crop, and want to make the most 
out of it, and hope to do so 'by pack- 
ing on the account of their associ- 
ations. When several of the farm- 
ers' warehouses have not opened yet, 
it is not only due to the fact that the 
farmers desire to hold for a reviv- 
ing market, but also to "the fact that 
they consider it safe to depend on 
being able to hire all the hands 
needed to pack the crop, even though 
the work might: extend through 
some-of the summer months, when 


the^private packers will have finish- 
ed packing all of their leaf and re- 
leased a large number of experienc- 
ed workers.

HE WAS SOON FORGOTTEN

ILLIAM F. McCOMBS, at one time a law partner of Gil- 
bert E. Roe, died in New York a few days ago. Every 


o:ie in that city knew Mr. McCombs as the original W:'«o?i mr.v. 
JJcforc George Harvey began singing the praises of Wilson in 
Harpers' Weekly, Mr. McCombs was active in Wilson's behalf. 
Mr. McCombs was a Princeton man, and began fighting for Wil- 
son when he started his war against Princeton college clubs, be- 
cause they were undemocratic. Mr. McCombs was a man of 
Kingularly winning ways. 
He had many friends among the 


leading democrats of New York and New Jersey. He sent out 
thousands of letters calling attention to Wilson's availability as 
a candidate. George Harvey became a Wilson boomer and Wil- 
son squelched him because he thought him too close to big busi- 
ness. 


When the Baltimore convention opened, although the New 


York delegation was solidly against Wilson, Mr. McCombs had 
over 200 pledged delegates. A train load of Wilson "unofficial 
delegates" from New York state were organized, with the help 
of Thomas M. Osborne, and sent to Baltimore to talk for Wilson, 
and to demonstrate that Wilson sentiment was strong among 
the rank and file voters who were being misrepresented, it was 
said, by the official delegates. 


After Wilson's nomination Mr. McCombs was made chair- 


man of the national democratic committee, and conducted the 
successful campaign with great skill and energy. 


Wilson showed his appreciation for Mr. McCombs' early 


friendship and devotion by sending a telegram to Mr. McCombs1 


father saying: "1 have heard with great distress of the death of 
your distinguished sou. and beg to extend my deepest sympathy 
to you and members of his family." 


This is all that Mr. Wilson ever did for Mr. McCombs, the 


original Wilson man. 


Mr. McCombs was a most successful lawyer and enjoyed 


a very remunerative practice. In 1916 he was nominated by 
the democrats for the United States senate and conducted a 
spirited campaign, but without any words of commendation 
from President Wilson.
